THE TALK ABOUT SENATOR GORMAN 


A Macon Man’s Bride Worth a Million Dol- 
lars—Other News From Washing- 
: ton City. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—[S)ecial.]—The re- 
port of Mr. Randall’s serious illness, when 
received in the house this morning, was a 
shock to every one, as he was present yester- 
day. He has beenin bad health for some 
time, and just before his speech on the tariff 
issue, he had a surgical operation performed, 
from which hemorrhage of the bowels resulted 
at an early hour this morning. He was all to- 
day a very ill man, and the chances between 
life and death were about even. The doctors 
say should he have another hemorrhage he 
cannot live, but if he escapes from that he will 
recover. There is much anxiety among mem- 
bers about his condition, for although he dif- 
fers with the majority of his party on the tariff 
issue, there is nota more popular man, per- 
sonally, on the floor of the house. 

AS TO SENATOR GORMAN, 

The Star, this afternoon, denies the rumors 

circulated by New York papers that Senatcr 
Gorman is to be set aside as chairman of the 
executive committee of the national Cemo- 
cratic committee because he leans toward pro- 
tection, and says: 
“Asa matter of fact, Senator Gorman was the 
unauimous choice of the commitiee for this prsi- 
tion. He could have had it at St. Louis, dnd subse- 
quently at Wasiingion. Not only was he the choice 
of his colleagues, but they pleaded with hii to ac- 
cept it. ;

Itisvecause ie wil! not accept, and not for 
any other reason, that Senator Gorman has not 
already beem placed at the head of the executive

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HOAR ON THE FISHERY TREATY. 


The Senator From Massachusetts Says the 

Américan Negotiators Were Incompetent. 

W ASHINGTON, July 10.—The senate 
proceeded to the consideration,in open session, 
of the fishery treaty, and was addressed by Mr. 
Hoar in opposition toit. Mr. Hoar’s allusion 
to the lack of special ability on the part of 
American negotiators of the treaty was taken 
up and contested by Senators Payne and Gray. 
In reply to a question by Mr. Payne, Mr. Hoar 
said that when three men, (whoever they 
were) were undertaking to deal with trained 
diplomatists of Great Britain, it isa very in- 
discreet thing for them notto avail thein- 
selves of the advice and assistance and the 
suggestiens of representatives of the fishery 
statcggn the senate arid house. 

Mr. Gray—Will the senaior from Massa- 
chusetts undertake to say the negotiators on 


the American side of this treaty, Mr. Putnam) 


and Mr. Angell (tosay nething of the secerc- 
tary of war), were iuferior in equipment for 
the duties imposed on them to Mr. Chamber- 
lain or Mr. West, or that there was anything 
in the occupation, history or previous studies 
of these men which made tiiem at all the su- 
perior in equipment for the negotiation of 
either of the gentlemen I have named? One 
of them was certainly not trained in diplomacy 
and the other was notso eminent that a fair 
American lawyer might fear to come in coin- 
petition with him. 

Mr. Hoar—1 think they were. I think that 
the training of a New England Jawyer in a 
country city and the training of the head of 
a university in the west and the training of 
anable and honored United States senator 
from Delaware (however honorable those posi- 
tions and functions in life may be) did not fit 
them to cope on terms of equality, either in 
diplomacy or special knowledge, with the 
men whom Great Lritain sent on the other 
side, and I think the result of that diplomatic 
attempt on the part of those gentlemen will 
abundantly satisfy the senate ot that fact. 

Mr. Gray— What special training had Mr. 
Chamberlain or Mr. West which rendered 
them superior to the American negotiators ? 

Mr. Hoar—I suppose that it haa been the 
business of Mr. West to study the question for 
the last ten years. 

Mr. Gray—And what better selections could 
have been made in this country, where we 
have no trained-school.of diplomatists? 

Mr. Hoar—I think that Mr. Trescott or Mr. 
Woodbury would have saved us from the dis- 
grace and humiliation of this treaty. 

Mr. Hoar commenting on au intimation in 
Mr. Morgan’s speech on the treaty to the effect 
that if the question were submitted to the 
senate between free fish and a war with Gre t 
Britain, the result would bein favor of the 
former, he paid a high compliment to the 
courage, constancy and aifection for home and 


generous emotions which had characterized 
the leaders of the southern confederacy, and 
thirty-four senators from that section, twenty- 
nine of whom-had served in the confederato 
army, would be willing, when it was a ques- 
tion of insult and dishonor to tie United 
States, to take their tone from the secretary of 
state or the senator from Alabama.

Progress of the Work on the Mills Bill in the 
House. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Immediately after 
the reading of the journal, the house went 
into committee of the whole (Mr. Springer in 
the chair) on the tariff bill, the vending 
amendinent being that offered by Mr. Nutting, 
of New York. restoring the existing rate of 
duty on starch. 

Mr. teed, of Maine, supported the amen:- 
ment, coitend’ng that a reduction of duty 
would cause a suspension of business of certain 
starch factciies, the injury of business of other 
factories aud the contraction of the market of 
the farmer for his potatoes.

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THE GREAT FLOOD. 


Little Kanawha and Ohio Rivers Outside 
Their Banks. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., July 10.—The floods 
continae, and destruction of property all 
along the Little Kanawah and Ohio rivers is 
greater than in 1884, when the great flood 
came. Farms are flooded and hundreds of 
acres of growing crops and harvested grain are 
deluged. Millions of feet of timber are atioat 
in the swift current going to destruction. The 
loss itf this vicinity will be $15,000, and in this 
an@ adjoining counties will be more than 
$100,000. Every stream is out of its banks. 
Numbers of families have had to move to 
higher ground. A family, named White, had 
retired last night, when the flood entered their 
heme, reaching nearly to the top of the bed 
covering before they got out. Nearly all tele- 
graphic communication is cut off, and big 
washouts are reported on the railroads. ‘Two 
more fatalities are reported. A Mrs. Trace- 
well was killed by lightning, and a boy named 
Sanderson drowned while escaping from the 
flood. Rain is still falling. 

BALTIMORE, July 10.—A £special from Cum- 
berland, Md., says, the rain continues, and the 
Potomac river is rising rapidly. The Balti- 
more and Olio railroad bridge, at Rowlesburg, 
West Virginia, and a tresiling at Piedmont 
are both gone, and South Branch bridge on 
the Baltimore and Ohio is in danger. AH 
little streams are swollen and pouring their 
comientsinto the river. Baltimore and Ohio 
trains from Baltimore for Parkersburg, West 
Virginia, and Chicago are being sent via Cum- 
berland, Pittsburg, Wheeling and Columbus, 


A FIGHT ON THE CHURCH GROUND. 


The Rose and Fauston Clans of Whitlock 
County, Kentucky, Fire on Each Other. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 10.—Laurel Fork 
meeting house,in Whitley county, Ky., was 
the seene Sunday of aterrible tragedy. It 
was a collision between the Rose and Fuston 
clans while seryices were in progress, The 
feud had been in existence between Michael 
liose and one of the Fuston boys for some time 
over five dollars, which the former, accused 
the latter of stealing from him. A few weeks 
aco, Fuston waylaid Rose and _ seriously 
wounded him with a Winchester rifle. Some 
time after that, Rose shot at Fuston from am- 
bush and clipped off one ear. From that time 


onthe feud grew stronger and last week 
both parties, backed by a large 
nut ber. of friends on either 


side, laid in a liberal supply of shotguns and 
Winchester ritiecs, and a collision beeame only 
amaiter of time. Jt came Sunday morning, 
and just as the minister of the little church 
was announcing hig text a volley of firearms 
was fired just outside. The battle raged 
fiercely befween the two factions and when the 
smpke cleared away it was found that Ewell 
Ldtvson and his son John, aged thirteen, be- 
longing to the Rose faction, were dead, having 
been fairly riddled with buckshot, and that 
three Fuston boys, Tom, John and Enos, and 
John Porter, belonging to the other side, were 
severely and perhaps fatally wounded. A 
dozen others, whose names could not be ascer- 
tained, were seriously wounded. Great excite- 
ment prevails in the county, and the end is not 
yet. Trouble is daily expected. 

PLEADING FOR MAXWELLD. 
Endeavors of His Attorneysto Get His Sen- 
tence Commuted. 

Sr. Louis, July 10.— Arguments by the at- 
torneys of Hugh M. brooks, alias Maxweil, 
before Governor Morehouse, at Jefierson City, 
begau this morning, and the proceedings con- 
tinued all day and will in all likelihood con- 
sume much of tomorrow. Most of today was 
spentin simply presenting and reading of 
petitions, letters, appeals, etc., received by the 
attorneys asking for recommending clemency 
on the part of the governor. These came from 
nearly all classes of-persons, but chiefly from 
people who move in the best circles of society, 
embracing ‘muchof the legal talent of the 
state, prominent clergymen, business men in 
all branches of trade, state and county ofiicials, 
judges of courts, and infact men in every 
walk and vocation of life. Six of the jurors 
recommend a commutation of the sentence to 
imprisonment for life, and a ratio of those who 
urge clemency on the part of the governor are 
ten tooneto those who advise non-interfer- 
ence, ‘Thereis a growing feeling here that 
the governor willcemmute the sentence, but 
no intimation of that kind has come from 
ofticial quarters. 
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BLEW HIS BRAINS OUT. 


A Murderer Suicides Rather than Surren- 


der. 

LouIsvILLE, Ky., July 10.—Elias Franklin, 
the farmer who shot James Brent yesterday 
because of Brent’s alleged criminal intimacy 
with Mrs. Franklin, last night shot himself. 
After killing Brent, Franklin fled and was 
pursued by the sheriff with a posse. 

Franklin at night stopped at the residence of 
Dr. Cole, who could not give him lodging, but 
allowed him to sleepin his barn. The sheriff 
coming up was told Franklin was in the barn. 
Knowing Franklin was armed, the sheriff 
posted his men to wait for day. Franklin 
hearing the noise, and, it is believed, supposing 
it was a mob after him, blew his brains out. 


They Have Donned the War Paint. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 10.—[Special.}— 
Quite a sensation was created today by the 
filing of a petition for a divorce by Fannie 
Warricks, who asked a legal separation from 
her husband, Charles Warricks. Six months 
agoasimilar petition was filed by the plain- 
tiff, but it was subsequently withdrawn, the 
husband paying costs. Two months later an- 
other application was made for divorce, which 
was granted. Eight weeks ago the divorced 
couple were again married, and were thought 
to be living bappily together until when a 
third bill was filed in the circuit court. Some 
ich develdfments are expected when the case 
comes up for trial, as the parties have donned 
the war paint.

Parties are searching for Binford, and he will be 

lynched, if caught. 
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Hanging of a Tramp.

Deacons was hanged for murder twenty min- 
utes before 11 o’clock this morning. His neck 
was broken by the fall. Deacons was a tramp, 
and his victim, Mrs. Ada Stone, had refused 
to feed him.

They 
took all the cartridges out of my pistol and 
returned it to me, and admonished me to fly.

ter. 1 never had any such experience before, 
and hope I never will again.

The Ice Cream Saloons to KRemain Open on 
Sunday. 

CHARLESTON, 8.C., Jnly 10.—[Special.}— 
The backbone of the hot wave was broken 
about 3 o’clock this afternoon by ashort rain 
squall, which brought the mercury down from 
100 to 80, greatly to the relief of a suffering 
community. 

The city council, at its meeting today, rati- 
fied the amendatory Sunday ordinance, which 
has been the subject of so much discussion in 
the press and the pulpit.

The Sunday law 
people say that they will arrest everybody 
attempting to do business under the ordinance 
and under the state law, and lively times are 
expected. The dealers referred to have been 
keeping their places open ever since the ordi- 
nance was introduced, nearlya month ago. 
The barrooms have kept their side doors open; 
in fact, they never have closed them. 


DESTRUCTION OF SUISUN. 


A Californian Town in Ashes—The Fire at 
New London, Conn. 

Sursun, Cal., July 10.—Fire destroyed eight 
blocks in the heart of town yesterday. The 
postoftice was among the places destroyed. 
At least seven-eights of the town was con- 
sumed. It is impossible as yet toestimate the 
loss. Suisun has a population of about 500, 
Over twenty-five residenceg were burned to 
the ground, among them being John H. Mc- 
Kenna’s, member of congress. 

New Lonpnon, Conn., July 10.—The fire 
which broke out late last night in the repair 
shop of the New London Northern railroad 
company, at East London, was gotten under 
control shortly before 2 o'clock this morning. 
The repair and machine shops were entirely 
destroyed, together with some lumber that 
was piled in lots near the shops. Loss about 
$50,000. . 

Texas Fever Among Cattle. 

Curcaaco, July 10.—A dispatch from War- 
saw, Ind., says: Farmers along the line of 
the Lake Erie and Western railway in this 
state are greatly alarmed over the appearance 
among their cattle of the dreaded Texas fever. 
A car load of Texas cattle passed over the road 
a few days ago. Several of the animals died en 
route, and were buried in Tipton county. The 
infection anpears to have been caught, and is 
spreading rapidly. In one neighborhood near 
Tipton ten head of valnable cattle havo since 
died, and a similar disease has made its ap- 
pearance among the cattle of Kokomo. The 
farmers fear that the scourge will become 
general. 


seating Former Kecords. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—The number of bills 
introduced in the senate so far this session ex- 
ceeds that of any other congress during its first 
session, and falls only about two score short of 
the number introduced in the senate in the 
two sessions of the last congress, which sur- 

assed all preceding congresses in this respect. 

Juring the last congress there were 3,355 sen- 
ate bills introduced, while with the adjourn- 
ment of the first session of the 51st congress, 
stillin the indefinite future, the number of 
senate bills introduced already exceeds 3,200. 


Discharging Railroad Men, 


BALTIMORE, July 10.—Within the past two 
weeks nearly 300 men have been discharged 
from the Baltimore and Ohio railroad shops at 
Mount Clare. Last Saturday 115 men were 
dropped from the different departments. The 
discharge isdue to the recent sale of the 
sleeping car system to the Pullman company 
and a general lack of work. The discharged 
employes may be compelled to remain idle 
until autumn, but just as fast as circumstances 
will permit they will be put to work aguin. 
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But a Short Time Married. 
MonrGomery, Ala., July 10.—{Special.}— 
William Willis,a young white man employed as 
a flagman on the Mobile and Montgomery rail- 
road, was killed instantly this forenoon by be- 
ing knocked off the train by a low bridge at 
Fort Deposit, thirty-five miles south of this 
city. The remains were brought here for 
burial. Willis was a young married man, and 

had been married only a few months.

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THE GERMAN DOCTORS’ STATEMENT. 
Why They Disagreed With Dr. Mackenzie's 
Treatment of the Emperor. 
Beeim, July 10.—Dr. Gerhardt, acting 
under direction of the other German doctors 
who attended the late Emperor Frederick, has 
drawn up areport stating that early in 1887 
the German physicians pronounced the disease 
from which he was suffe 
ous nature. 
and preparations were made 
operation on May 20th, when Dr. Mackenzie 
saw Prince Frederick and declared that the 
disease was not cancer and opposed the opera 
tion. Dr. Mackenzie removed a portion of the 
rowth, which Professor Virchow examined, 
ut there was no proof that the piece was 
affected part. Dr. 
Gerhardt examined Frederic’s throat after the 
piece had been removed, and accused Dr, 
Mackenzie of removing a piece from the upaf- 
fected part of the throat, instead of from the 
diseased part. Dr. Mackenzie replied that it 
was possible he had done so. The Ge 
doctors protested against Dr. Macken | 
treatment throughout, Professor Von 
man corroborates Dr. Gerhardt’s nomi 
and gives reasons why he lost confidence in Dm 
Mackenzie. 

In his report on Emperor Frederick’s illness, 
Dr. Schroetter says that he first examined the 
patient’s throat in November, 1887, and deei- 
ded that he was suffering from cancer, so far 
developed as to make it necessary to extirpate 
the larnyx. Dr. Mackenzie, he’says, then ad- 
mitted that the growth looked like cancer, bu® 
Frederick rejected the plan of extirpation be- 
cause of the risk attaching toit. The German 
doctors thereupon signed a declaration placin 
the responsibility of the case upon the ph 
cians who overlooked the growth, even conme- 
testing its existence till too late. Dr. Berg- 
man, in his report, says that as early as May, 
1887, he wanted to open the  patient’s 
larynx, and exc’se the growth on the left.of 
the vocal chords. It wasasmall operation, 
aud promised the best results. Of seyen such 
operations which he performed in Berlin, all 
were successful. There was then no question 
of the total extirpation of the larynx. The 
operation would neither have endangered the 
life of the patient. nor would it have destroyed 
his voice, although it would have left it hoarse. 

At that time in an intelligible voice Freder- 
ick said: “Dr. Bergman, this tumor must be 
removed. If it cannot be done on the inside, 
cut from the outside.’’ Everything was ready 
for the operation when the plan was vetoed by 
Dr. Mackenzie, who repeated his assurance 
that aftera few weeks of his mild #eatment 
the patient would recover his voice and be 
a le to command the autuinn military manue- 
vers. 

Dr. Bergman censures Dr. Mackenzie for 
the defective manipulation of the larynx, for 
affording no guarantee that he ever reached 
the growth and for trying to shift the respon- 
sibility upon Professor Virehou. He alse 
blames Dr. Mackenzie for influencing the 
press, through communications, about the de- 
tails of the emperor’s illness. 

Lonpon, July 10.—Dr. Mackenzie, in an 
interview today, said that the report of the 
German physicians on Emperor Frederick’s 
malady wasa tissue of falsehoods, and that 
any specialist in laryngeal diseases would see 
that the review of the case was ridiculous. 
The doctor said thatin the course of a few 
days he might enter into details as to the charm 
acter and conduct of the case, but for the 
present he must remain silent for state reasons,

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A STRANGE PRISONER. 


‘Roving Joe’’ Sentenced to the 
Chaingang. 
Annual Convocation of the Knights of the 
Golden Rule—The Glorions Enaign of 
Viectory—Other Macon News.

Macon, Ga., July 10.Yspecial.J—There 
was a remarkable prisonerat the union depot 
this morning from Calhoun county en route to 

stevens’s Pottery to serve a sentence of twelve 

montbs in the chaingang for carrying con- 
cealed weapons. He was a white man, named 
Lon DeLacy. He stated that he was native 
of France, but an American by adoption. 

We will give a brief resume of his recent 
life, as learned in a few moments of hurried 
conversation before he boarded the Central 
train, wider escort of his guard, for Gordon, 
where he would take the train for Stevens’s 
pottery :- 

De Lacy says he has followed the circus for 
a number of years, where he was known as 
“Roving Joe,” being a slack rope performer, 
sleight of hand actor, juggler, etc. He states 
that about twelve months ago, while perform- 
ing with DeHaven’s circus in Florida, about 
twenty miles from Apalachicola, he fell from 
a slack rope, which he maintained was cut by 
some enemy. In falling, he struck the ground 
very heavily and broke his breast bone, also 
two ribs, and the ends were turned in and 
pressed against his lungs. He was confined to 
his bed about six months, since which time he 
has been traveling through the wire grass sec- 
tion of Georgia, giving performances under a 
canvas, on the rope, sleight of hand, ete. 

LeLacy says he is well educated, and has 
frequently written for the papers, and has 
often furnished contributions to the Harpers, 
and he requested the reporter to deal gently 
aud kindly with him in his present misfortune, 
and that when he got out the chaingang he 
would call to sce us, and relate much that was 
novel and interesting. 

DeLacy says he got into his present trouble 
in this manner. He states that he had been 
employed by the Farmers’ Alliance to make 
speeches in Worth, Miller, Baker, Calhoun 
and other counties, in opposition to the lawyers 
and other politicians, and on July 4th, at a 
public meeting, in debate with certain lawyers, 
“T knocked the stufiing out of them and scored 
them so severely that they got mad and greatly 
feared my influence, and then determined to 
get me out of the way, and had me arrested 
for carrying concealed weapons, a charge on 
which nearly every man in Georgia could, 
with justice, be arraigned and convicted, and 
1 was sentenced to pay a fine of $40 or serve 
twelve months in the chaingang. Some 
of my friends went to Albany to 
pay my fine, expecting to 
met me there, but I was over at Morgan, Cal- 
houn county. I expect either that the governor 
will pardon me out, or I will pay my fine after 
while.”’ 

DeLacy is certainly a curiosity. His appear- 
ance was very unkempt and dirty. His clothes 
were badly soiled, his hair looked as if it had 
not felt a brush in months, and his entire gen- 
eral condition was anything but attractive and 
pleasing. Yet, he had a fine command of 
language, a flow of intelligent and interesting 
conversation that could not have been acquired 
alone by travel anda rough and tumble life, 
but was also the outcome of education, hook 
knowledge, He is also apoet, and has written 
several productions of rare merit, which 
breathed a sentimental strain. 

He handed us the following with the request 
to publish, which he said was not original, brut 
which struck a tender chord in his heart ¢very 
time he read it: 

Mine, and not mine, and never to be mine; 

Yet mine through life and death, forever more! 
So runs the riddle of my fate and thine, 

As the sea holds the heaven from shore to shore, 
Filled with its deep embrace, so unto thee is given 
My love, though thou, indeed, are far from me, 

As far from the bosom of the lonely sea 

Shines the uplifted splendor of the heaven. 


DeLacy was chained to a young mulatto boy 
named Dustin Herrington, who was also going 
to Stevens’s pottery under a six months’ sen- 
tence for simple larceny. 

DeLacy says in his Calhoun county stump 
speaking with the lawvers: ‘I everlastingly 
made them seek their holes when I quote? 
history tothem. They knew nothing at all 
aboutit. ILreally felt sorry for them. I also 
made them angry when I criticised them 
about being dudes. You see [am no dude my- 
self. There is nothing in my appearance sug- 
gesting the dude, is there?’ and at this face- 
tious remark DeLacy laughed heartily and 
pointed to his unkempt appearance. ‘I hate 
a dude,’’ continued DeLacy, “and .that is why 
the lawyers so despised me and desired to get 
me out of Calhoun. They think they are 
something of dudes themselves.”’ 

The conductor. cried ‘fall aboard,’’ and De- 
Lacy waved his hand, saying to ~he reporter, 
“Treat me cleverly in your piece and when I 
come back I will perform for you.’’ 

Thus departed a strange character. 
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HOW WILL IT END? 
Eefore the Arbitrators Can Meet an Injunc- 
tion is filed. 

Macon, Ga., July 10.—[Special.]—Mention 
has already been made in thesé columns of the 
appointment of Hon. J. L. Warren, of Say- 
annah, torepresent the Central railroad and 
Captain J. A. Houser, of Fort Valley, to rep- 
resent the Atlanta and Florida railroad, iu the 
arbitration case of the Southwestern arid the 
Atlanta and Florida railroads in regard to the 
crossing of the former by the latter at Fort 
Vailey. 

These two. arbitrators met in Fort Valley to 
selecta third arbitrator. We understand that 
they agreed upon the Hon. T. C. Mitchell, of 
Thomasville, as that man, but owing to prior 
business engagements, he was forced to 
decline. The Hon. Dan W. Rountree, of 
Quitman, was then selected, but before 
the arbitrators had met, they were served with 
an injunction, filed by Hon. Claud Estes, of 
the law firm of Lyon & Estes, of Macon, en- 
joining them from further action in the case. 
Thus thef{matter stands for the present at least. 

t is thought that the Atlanta and Florida will 
come to terms rather than suffer a delay. 

The whole question is about this: 

The Atlanta and Florida road, which will 
cross the Southwestern railroad at Fort Val- 
ley, claims that underits charter it has the 
right to cross the Southwestern at any point it 
wishes, and it proposes torun a line frém the 
point where it touches the Southwestern, about 
half a mile from the town, to the depot before 
crossing. The Southwestern people strenu- 
ousiy object to this, because they claim that 
the pew line will cut them off from the busi- 
ness portion of the town. 

The Southwestern railroad’s track lies with- 
in twenty-five steps of the Harris house, and 
the company’s cbjection is to disposing of the 
icht-of-way intervening. Colonel Warren 
stated that the Southwestern railroad will 
willingly grant the Atlanta and Florida 
railroad the priviledge of crossing its track at 
areasonable distance trom the Harris house, 
and will allow the road to use its right-of-way 
free, after crossing. 

Now, that an injunetion has been granted, 
the matter of crossing will not ke «pushed fur- 
ther, and unless the roads settle the matter be- 
tween themselves, there is likely to bea dan- 
gerous delay.

Chili three, and the list of unarmored  ves- 
sels is very large, and includes many power- 
ful cruisers better than the best in the 
American navy, 

There are fifteen ships afloat carrying guns 
having arange of ten miles or upwards, 
England has three of these guns, France six, 
Italy one, Germany three, and China two. 
England is now building nine more to carry 
such armaments, France twelve, Italy four, 
Russia three, and Denmark one. The 
heaviest armor consists of twenty-four inches 
of wrought iron, on the English ship ‘In- 
flexible.”’ The French have nineteen and 
five-eighths inches of compound armor (iron 
and steel) on three of her ships--the ‘*Ter- 
rible,’”’ ‘‘Regnin,’”’? and ‘ Indomitabie.’’ 
This is only a slight glimpse of the foreign 
navies of the world, but it isenough to show 
us that we are not in a good fix on water, 
however safe we may be on land. But we 
have this consolation, our congressmen are 
saving the surplus.

per. Itis made, according to statements of 
the discoverers, from clay which is a mixed 
alumnious earth, and from cry#ite which isa 
double fluoride of sodium and aluminium. 
Their method is based upon the theory of sub- 
stitution, the ore being smelted in a water- 
jacketed steel furnaee. When the mass is quite 
liquid the melted ore is allowed to run out into 
a couverter or covered slagpot holding about 
400 pounds. From this the melted metal is 
drawn out by a syphon, leaving the slag be- 
hind. This slag is said to be an excellent flux 
toaid the smelting, and by means of a furnace 
and apparatus made for the purpose, the oper- 
ations can be carried on continuously as in 
making steel.

as Il never did before, and the result is that 
I am ‘convinced that the ‘protective’ 
tariff inures only to the benefit of a compara- 
tively few manufactures, enables them to reap 
immense fortunes by: the tribute it permits 
them to exact of consumers, and which they 
more and more use to corrupt legislatures and 
the people at the ballot box; and that it does 
not operate to secure to the laboring men of 
this country higher wages than are paid else- 
where.

GEORGIA BUREAU OF IMMIGRATION. 


Its Objects and PTans—A Traveling Exposi- 
tion. 

Mr. W. L. Glessner, of Americus, commis- 
sioner of the Georgia bureau of immigration, 
was seen by a CONSTITUTION reporter yester- 
day. Inreply to an inquiry in regard to the 
objects and work of bureau, Mr. Glessner said: 

“The object for which the bureau was or- 
ganized is to develop the various natural re- 
sources of Georgia by a systematic exhibit of 
the same, and by inviting the attention of cap- 
ital and citizens of other states tothe superior 
advantages of Georgia.’’ 

‘*Hlow do you propose to accomplish this?’’ 

“In the first place the bureau has 
been organized with an active agent 
in each county, whose prime duty it is to se- 
cure descriptions of landjand other property, 
presenting agricuitural or business openings 
that may be for sale. These descriptions are 
all published in the Southern. Empire, of 
which I am editer and which is the official or- 
gan of the bureau. No. 4 for July is just out. 
It has a circulation of 7,000. Messrs. Krouse 
and Welch are correspondents for Fulton and 
DeKalb counties, who report to the Empire 
houses and farms for ‘sale in these counties. 
It is our object, in addition to giving these de- 
scriptions, to make the Empire attractive, giv- 
ing as fully as possible reliable information in 
regard to the climate, soil, products and re- 
sources of the state.”’ 

“What other methods does the burean em- 
ploy ?” 

‘We distribute various kinds of printed mat- 
ter, giving information about Georgia. For 
instance, we have been furnished by our At- 
lanta agents with several thousand copies of a 
very excellent pamphlet, descriptive of Geor- 
gia and its capital city, which we have used, 
and are using to good advantage. I will take 
alarge number of theso to distribute during 
my trip through the north and west.”’ 

‘‘When do you go?” 

“About the 15th of August. The Central 
railroad is now building a special exhibit car 
which will be filled with Georgia products, 
and which, with my assistants, I will-take 
from point to point where I ean 
exhibit these products to advantage.

‘Ge@rgia Agricultural Society.’ This car 
will of itself bea splendid advertisement for 
Georgia.”’

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 

CHICAGO, July 10—As anticipated, the govern- 
ment figures showed an improvementin both win- 
ter and spring wheat crop conditions, and was bear- 
ish in its effects, The infiuence of the report was 
largely discounted beforehand by the decline late 
yesterday and by a further carly decline this morn- 
ing of '“@%c before the figures were telegraphed by 
the statistician. Whenit was made known, there- 
fore, that the winter wheat condiiion was im- 
proved 2@3 per cent from 73.8 to 75.6 and spring 
wheat o@1 per cent from 92.8 to 95, there was a fur- 
ther break of only 4c, and a portion of this loss was 
regained in a short time. The total wheat crop, 
based on present conditions, will be 427,000,000 bnsh- 
els. The result of the day's business at this point 
was a decline of Ic from the price last night. August 
opened at Su%,4c, sold at 80%<c early, reacted slightly, 
and on the government figures. went to 797,@S80c, 
the bottom point, reacted to 50°,c and closed at 801. 
September opened at #0%c, sold down to &80c up to 
80%ic, down to £0c again, up to 80%c and closed 
at 80%éc. 

Corn starte@ weak with wheat, but the leading fu- 
tures held up fairly well later in the day. Crop fig- 
ures showed an improvement of about 4 per cent for 
the month of June, and this hada weakening effect 
principaliy on deferred futures, causing them to 
close nearly 1c under last nizht, while August closed 
but %c lower. July closed at 487<c. August sold at 
49\.c, down to 45%c early, then reacted above the 
opening figures, and later on declined and closed at 
49'4c. September opened at 49%c, sold down to49\e, 
reacted with August and closed at i9%c, or ce 
lower than yesterday. 

There was an easing off in the price of July oats, 
and sales were at 325,¢c or lc under last night. Au- 
gust sold at 264¢c early and closed at 26%c. 

Not much life was manifested in the market for 
hog products and the feeling was weak. Offerings 
on speculative account were fair, and the demand 
rather lizht with trading chiefly in August and Sep- 
tember deliveries. Prices ruled lower on allthe 
leading articles, and the market closed quiet. Pork 
and short ribs declined 2%@5e and lard 5@7%:.

He Says That No Record Is Kept of the Cases 
of Sickness— He Considers the Sani- 

tary Outlook Never Better.

“J would like to make a few points in rela- 


_tion to the health of the city, the scavenger 


carts, etc.,”” said Dr. J. B. Baird, of the board 
of health, yesterday. 

“Well, sir.” 

‘You may say that in the month of June, 
1887, ther® were 89 deaths in Atlanta, while 
during the month of June, 1888, there were 87 
deaths, 42 of which were children under five 
yeats of age. There were only three death 
in that month from typhoid fever.” 

“Of conrse,’”’ continued the doctor, “we 
keep no record of the number of cases of 
sickness in the eity—but the rule is to estimate 
the amount of sickness by the deaths.” 

Efforts to Keep the City Clean.

Meeting Judge Hammond yesterday he was 
asked: 

“Have you anything farther to say to 
the people on the subject of the senatorial con- 
test between you and Mr. Rice?” 

‘i have very jittleto say,’’ replied Judge 
Ilammond, “except to repeat what I have 
already said. I favor a state law against bar- 
rooms. Ido not favor a state law absolutely 
prohibiting the sale for all purposes. T am 
stroncly convinced of the correctness of my 
position on this question, The barroom is a 
distinct feature of the liquor traflic. It is the 
direct producer of nearly, if not quite, all the 
crunpkardsin the land. It has been wel! calleda 
‘drunkard factory.’ It weaves a svell about 
the young man who once comes within its en- 
tangling and seductive influence. In the elo- 
qrent and scathing language of Bishop Ire- 
Jand, ‘‘The craving of alcohol, begotten of ga!- 
eohcl, €ver waxes stronger; the momentcomes 
when itis awild passion, a fierce madness. 
In slavery to it. woman forgets her honor; the 
father in hellish laughter casts to the vender 


pot liquor that solitary dime that would stay the 


starvation of the child; the husband pawns 
the cot. of the dying wife; the muscular giant 
crouches in terror before the shrine, youth 
yields up freshness of mien and hopes of for- 
tune, and mocks for its sake a mother’s tears 
and a bride’s love.”’ [I wish you. could give 
me space to quote more from the great speech 
of that distinguished dignitary of the Catholic 
church, I tell you sir, my blood boils when I 
contemplate the terrible damning outrage that 
is daily perpetrated upon this community;

I wonld _ strike at the feature 
of the liquor traftic which is admitted to be an 
evil, by a general law. ButI would not out- 
rage the feelings of many good men who see 
no evil in other forms of the traftic, by a gen- 
eral law prohibiting the sale of it for every 
a and in.any form.”’ 

‘*You asked Mr. Riee one or two questions 
in your last interview, which he has not an- 
swered ?” 

“Yes. Ihave no quarrelto make with him 
for not doing so. They were asked more in 
pleasantry than inany other spirit. I am a 
little surprised, however, thatthe ammunition 
of his “Gatling gun” gave out so quickly.

I can prove by citizens of Atlanta, who 
bear as unimpeachable reputations as Com- 
missioner Brotherton, that his statement rela- 
tive to the fifteen or twenty young men being 
under the influence of liquorat Little Switzer- 
land on Sunday is untrue. I saw or learned of 
but one man who was at all “under the influ- 
ence’ of liquor,” and he came therein that 
condition and was almost immediately re- 
moved from the grounds. 

There were a number of ladies there from 
breakfast time to supper time, besides a num- 
ber of children. Certainly no husband would 
remain where there was such drunkenness 
with his wife ahd children; nor would any 
gentleman remain with a lady under such cir- 
cumstances. :

The item for post- 
oftice clerks for unusual business is fixed at 
$25,000 instead of $50,000, The item as to rent, 
light and fuel in the third-class postottices is 
retained, with the proviso that no contraet for 
rent for such postoftices shali be for more than 
a year. The item as to postage on seeds is 
fixed so as to make the postage one cent for 
rery two ounces.
